The United States wouldn't 
have any riots if the law were 
enforced in firm, positive fash- 
ion. Few civilized countries ex- 
perience riots. None of them 
have had riots on a scale with 
last summer's disorders. The 
reason is simple: іп other 
countries the police are told 
to crack down as hard as ne- 
cessary to protect the law-abid- 
ing.

Тһе: discontentment' in our 
society is that the four-fifths 
of our people are not recogniz- 
ed as a group having justifi- 
able interests. It is feit that 
White men as a group are not 
justified in having their inter- 
ests represented as a group, 
and that it is only permissable 
for the negroes as a group to 
have their interests represented 


sable for negroes to send 
representatives to Congress 
such as Powell to represent 
their interests. But at the same 
it is felt that it is not permis- 
sable for White men to send a 
representative to Congress to 
represent their interests. I feel 
this is wrong. I feel that the 
four-fifths deserve the same 
right that the one-fifth has. 

1 feel that White men as a 
group have definite and speci- 
fic interests that are justifiable. 
And I feel that these interests 
should be represented. I do 
not think this is undemocratic 
ог an unreasonable request. 

One of the specific and 
definite interests of White men 
which is presently not repre- 
sented is that their children in 
the elementary grades go to 
school with other White chil- 
dren. 1 can understand Japan- 
езе men wanting to send their 
children to a Japanese school, 
especially a Japanese elemen- 
tary school. I do not think it 
should be difficult for the ne- 
groes to understand that White 
men feel the same way in re- 
gard to their own children. 1 
do not think that it is unreas- 
onable dr inhumane to request 
that little White children in the 
elementary grades go to school 
with other White children.

Viet Cong Tet offensive were 
six of the most inoffensive peo- 
ple you could find anywhere. 

Missionaries who had spent 
years in Viet Nam ministering 
to the physical, educational, 
and spiritual needs of the peo- 
ple of that area, they were 
caught in the savage attack by 
the Communists on Jan. 30. 

Some civilians are bound to 
be killed in any war, of cour- 
se, but the killing of these 
missionaries seems to have been 
deliberate and intentional — 
not the result of simply gel 
ting in tbe line of fire between 
‘opposing military forces in bat- 
tle. 

Rev. Robert Ziemer, princi- 
pal of the Raday Bible School, 
was killed by a shot in the 
head when he left the shelter 
of the building where he and 
others had been hiding, to seek 
from the Viet Cong permis- 
sion to move those who had 
been wounded. 

Rev. and Mrs. С. Р. Thomp- 
son were killed by a hand gre- 
nade, as was Miss Ruth Wilt- 
ing, registered nurse. Leon 
Griswold and his daughter, 
Carolyn, also died in the 
tack. 

NOT FIGHTING 

These people were not fight- 
ing the Viet Cong or threaten- 
ing them in any way, unless 
teaching the love of God for 
sinful man is a threat to them. 

Having dedicated their lives 
to the service of God and man, 
they were going about their 
business of helping others, stay- 
ing with the people who need- 
ed their ministry, in spite of 
the hazards of war. 

That they had conveyed thei

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68-69 Season 
Is Established 
By Commission 


Florida's 1968-69 hunting 
season for resident game birds 
and animals was established by 
the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission at its meeting 
in Jacksonville on March 28, 
according to W. B. Copeland, 
Chairman. 

The framework is basically 
the same as last year. In the 
First, Second Fourth and Fifth 
Districts the season opens one- 
half hour before sunrise No- 
vember 9 and closes one-half 
hour after sunset January 5. 
In the Third District (North- 
west Florida) the season opens 
опе week later, November 16, 
and closes January 19. Quail 
and squirrel season remains o- 
pen until February 23 in all 
districts except the Third, 
Where it closes March 2. 

The Commission also estab- 


a special deer and bear hunt- 
ing season for DeSoto, Hardee, 
Manatee and Sarasota counties 
to open November 9 and con- 
tinue thru November 17, and 
to reopen December 21 and 
continue through January 5. 
The turkey hunting season in 
Hardee, Manatee and Sarasota 
counties will coincide with the 
two phase deer and bear ‘sea- 
son. The turkey season in De- 
Soto County will be the same 
as the remainder of the First 
District November 9-January 5. 

Other changes.in the 1968- 
69 hunting regulation. provide 
for a turkey hunting season in 
Madison County from Novém- 
ber 9 through January 5, any 
during the spring gobbler sea-' 
son plus the establishment of a 
still hunting area in Levy Coun- 
ty. The special nine-day deer 
season in Gilchrist and that 
portion of Levy County be- 
tween State Roads 337 and 339 
was eliminated and the 1968- 
69 season for this area will 
coincide with the Second Dis- 
trict. 

The spring turkey gobbler 
season for 1968-69 will open 
March 8 through March 23 in 
that portion of the state locat- 
ed south of State Road 50 and 
March 22 through April 6 in 
that portion located north of 
State Road 50. Only bearded 
gobblers will be legal during 
the spring season. 

The 1968-69 daily and pos- 
session limit for resident game 
animals and birds remained un- 
Changed and hunters will be 
allowed a daily bag of two 
deer, two turkeys during the 
fall season and one gobbler 
during the spring season, ten 
grey squirrel, two fox squir- 
rel, 12 quail, one bear and one 
wild hog in areas open for 
wild hog bunting.
